NO CLUE TO HER ASSAILANT 


Scranton, Pa.> Nov. 28.--Some boys 
crossing through vacant lots off Al 
bright avenue, found the dead and 
itiffened body of Mrs. Mary Warner, 
Df 112C Mpad street, lying in a clump 
of tall, withered grass. Her skull was 
fraclurcd as if by the blow of some 
hea\T biunt instrument. 
There were 
unmistakable evidences of criminal as- 
sault. 


Mrs. Warner was 40 years of age, 
the v/ife of Jacob Warner, á lab1)rer, 
and the mother of one child. 
She 
worked part of tho day and during the 
early evening as a charwoman. Satur- 
day, evening she left the court house 
at 9 o'clock and started for home on a 
Providence car. She alighted at the 
corner 
of 
Providence road and Al- 
bright avenuCs to walk to her home, 
three blocks away. That was the last 
seen of her alive. A pool of blood and 
two loaves of bread which she had 
carried were found near the corner of 
AJbright avenue and Foster street, a 
stone's throw from where she left the 
car, Indicating the place where the 
blow was dealt her. There is an arc 
light on the corner. The fracture of 
the skull Is eight inches In length, ex- 
tending from the forehead to the base 
of the brain. The skull was practically 
split In twain, and Coroner Saltry says 
death must have been almost Instanta- 
neous. The case is almost identical 
with the murder and assault of Mary 
Qulnn, on Keyser avenue, in the sum- 
mer of 1902. 


The club with which Mrs. Warner 
was struck was found by the police 
about 175 yards from the place where 
the murder and outrage occurred. 


The club was Identified as the handle 
Of a cant-hook that had been used ir. 
the handling of mins props in the 
yard of the Pine Brook colliery, s\U 
uated a quarter of a mile from the 
scene of the murder. The handle was 
broken Saturday and left lying near a 
pile of props when the men quit work, 
and was missing the next morning.

ON PORT ARTHUR 


Tcklo, Nov. 28,—The general attack 
i>n Port Arthur is progressing, but the 
results are unknown. Generals Naka- 
mufa and Salto, 
leading 
specially 
trained bodies of swordsmen, charged 
'nto the Russian forts and engaged the 
Russians tu a hand-to-hand and bloody 
lincounten The result of the charges 
has not been learned. 
Imperial headquarters has just is­ 
sued the following ajinouncement: 
“The works for our attack having 
been nearly completed against Sung- 
shu mountain (Port Arthur) and the 
forts lying eastward therefrom, a gen­ 
eral assault was made on the after­ 
noon of November 26, but owing to 
the enemy's stubborn resistance our 
object has not yet been accomplished. 
The fighting still continues.*’ 


Japs Repulsed With Heavy Los«. 
S t Petersburg, Nov. 29.—The war 
oiRco has received information from 
Chefoo that the Japanese assault on 
Port Arthur on Saturday was repulsed 
with enoi'mous loss. 
General 
Kuropatkin 
reporta that 
there has been active Skirmishing on 
the left flank for three da,ys. The opin­ 
ion is now expressed by the general 
staff that the Japanese intend taking 
the ofTensive* as they cannot afford to 
wait until the Russians are further re­ 
inforced. It is held that the fighting 
to the eastward is doubtless with tho 
purpose of feeling out the Russian po­ 
sitions preparatory to an advance iu 
that direction; but as there are about 
7000 Russian troops southwest of Sint*- 
sintin, where the fighting occurred ou^ 
November 26. and probably twice as 
many more in the mountains between 
Bentsitputze and Sintsintin, any Japa- 
neae move from this quarter would en* 
tail serious fighting. At the same time 
correspondents at the front continue 
to scout the idea of serious fighting 
being imminent 
/ 
General SakharofC yesterday 
tele­ 
graphed aA follows: 
“The Japanese attack on Tsinkhet- 
chen was checked by our artillery fire, 
and the fighting ceased at 6 o'clock on 
tho evening of November 27, At no 
point did the enemy advance nearer 
than Within 600 paces of our positionp. 
In the midst of the battle a blinding 
snow storm 
caused a suspension of 
hostilities, and when the v/eather had 
cleared at 3 o'clock in the afternoon a 
turning movement against our right 
flank wfi observed.” 


Repairing Togo’s Shlp^.

A MOTHER'S BRUTAL CRIME 


Roasted Her Baby Until It Had Been 
Fatally Burned. 
New York, Nov. 28.—According to 
the police, Ida Englehardt, a young 
German woman under arrest in Pater­ 
son, N. J., has confessed that she haC 
roasted her Infant before a furnace fire 
until it had been fatally burned. 
The young woman was employed by 
Moses T. La Forge, in Paterson. Sai- 
urday Mrs. La Forge found the Infant 
in an ash barrel. 
The 
Infant was 
alive, but parts of its body were badly 
burned^ and the little one died in a 
hospital. 
Investigation resulted in tho arrest 
of Ida Qngiehardt, who said she was 
the motlier of the baby, and confessed 
that she carried it to the cellar and 
exposed the body to the heat of the 
furnace.

Scranton, Pa., Nov. 29.—=As a resuU 
of the efforts of the better class of 
Italians in and around Carbondale to 
rid their colonies of the members of a 
lawless gang who haVe been commit­ 
ting many outrages, a street battle oc­ 
curred at that place, which was a»*- 
tended with the loss of two lives and 
the serious injury of a second man. 
Sonto Carressl, one of the gang» was 
caught by a constable in the act of 
holding up and levying tribute on one 
of the Italians of the colony. The con­ 
stable and three of the law and order 
men started to take Carressl to jail. 
Word was quickly passed to the gang’s 
headquarters in a nearby saloon, and 
four of them rushed out and opened 
fire on the constable and his posse. 
The latter returned the fire. When the 
attacking party had emptied their re­ 
volvers they fled, leaving all three of 
the constable’s escort lying in the road 
with bullets in their bodies. The con­ 
stable protected himself by holding hid 
prisoner in front of him. 
Joseph Tolerico was shot through 
the head and heart and died in a few 
minutes. Frank Ferressi died in the 
emergency hospital with a bullet in 
his breast near the heart and anoth*^.r 
in the abdomen* Tho tUIrd victim re­ 
ceived a bullet in the arm, and after 
recovering from the shock was able to 
walk home. 
No trace has been found of the fugi­ 
tive assailants. 
Italians of the better class are 
organizing a society to 
rid their 
colonies 
of 
the members of 
the 
lawless gang, which for the past year, 
and particularly for the past month, 
have been committing outrages th£.t 
would put the banditti of their native 
country to shame. The first practical 
step to the end In view was taken on 
Saturday, when * a committee .of tl:e 
new organization furnished the Edgei- 
ton Coal company ofilcials with tno 
names of four members of the lawless 
band, and asked that they be dis­ 
charged and evicted, which was done. 
Two of the four left the colony. The 
other two secured quarters with par­ 
ties who are suspected of being fellow 
members of the gang. The reformers 
will now try to have the 
company 
agree to banish from tho colony any­ 
one w'ho glee shelter to any member of 
the gang. 
The Identity of most of the members 
of the gang has been revealed by one 
of ita number, who was shot in tho 
thigh by tho alleged leader last week, 
in a dispute over tribute money which 
was secured from some terrorized fel­ 
low countrymen. 
It is believed that the gang is afill- 
iated with the Mafia or some other like 
organization, as part of the tribute 
money is sent to headquarters in Now 
York, according 
to 
the 
statements 
made by members of the gang when 
levying tribute. 
Among the outrages recently perpe­ 
trated was the knifing of four men 
who refused to pay the tribute, 
in 
each instance the victim was called out 
of his house late at night and slashed 
across the face. 
Arrests have been 
made from time to time by the Car­ 
bondale police, but in every case the 
parties who privately gave the infor­ 
mation which led to the arrests could 
not be Induced to testify in public, so 
fearful were they ot the vengeance oi 
the gang.

WOMAN ASSAULTED 
ANDJIURDERED 


Body of Mrs. Mary Warner, of Scran* 
ton, Found by Boys. 


NO CLUE TO HER ASSAILANT 


Scranton, Pa,> Nov. 23.—Some boys 
crossing through vacant lots off A1 
bright avenue, found the dead and 
itiffened body of Mrs. Mary Warner, 
Df 112C Mpad Btreet, lying in a clumc) 
of tall, withered grass. Her skull was 
fraclurcd as if by the blow of some 
hea\T blunt instrument. 
There were 
unmistakable evidences of criminal as­ 
sault. 
Mrs. Warner was 40 j^ears of age, 
the v/ife of Jacob Warner, á labt)rer, 
and the mother of one child. 
She 
worked part of tho day and during the 
early evening as a charwoman. Satur­ 
day, evening she left the court house 
at 9 o’clock and started for home on a 
Providence car. She alighted at the 
corner of Providence road and Al­ 
bright avenuO to walk to her home, 
three blocks away. That was the last 
seen of her alive. A pool of blood and 
two loaves of bread which she had 
carried were found near the corner of 
AJbright avenue and Foster street, a 
stone's throw from where she left the 
car, indicating the place where the 
blow was dealt her. There is an arc 
light on the corner. The fracture of 
the skull is eight inches in length, ex­ 
tending from the forehead to the base 
of the brain. The skull was practically 
split in twain, and Coroner Saltry says 
death must have beei^ almost instanta­ 
neous. The case is almost Identical 
with the murder and assault of Mary 
Quinn, on Keyser avenue, in the sum­ 
mer of 1902. 
The club with which Mrs. Warner 
was struck was found by the police 
about 175 yards from the place where 
the murder and outrage occurred. 
The club was identified as the handle 
of a cant-hook that had been used Ir, 
the handling of mins props in the 
yard of the Pine Brook colliery, siU 
uated a quarter of a mile from th« 
scene of the murder. The handle was 
broken Saturday and left lying near á 
pile of props when the men quit work, 
and was missing the next morning. 
The colliery is situated between the 
central 
part of 
the 
i?lty and the 
suburb, where the outrage occurred. 
The club is about four feet long and 
tapers from a diameter of three inches 
to tv/o inches. On the smaller end are 
stains as if imparted 
from 
blood- 
smeared fingers. The route of tho as­ 
sailant's retreat as indicated by the 
finding of the fclub is towards the di­ 
rection whence’ he supposedly came— 
that is towards the central city, which 
gives i*ise to. the theory that it was 
not a resident of the neighborhood who 
cominltted the deed. The police have 
no clue as yet to the perpetrator of 
th 0 atfocious crime, and are even at a 
loss for any better theory than that it 
was tho work of an insane man, A 
man in his seniJes, they argue, would 
not have attempted the deed at such u 
comparatively early hour at a place 
where an outcry Could be heard by pos­ 
sibly a hundred people, either neigh­ 
bors or pedestrians on the adjacent 
Bti'eets* 
Mayor A. T, Connell has ocfTred a re­ 
ward of $500 for the aprehensión of 
the murderer. It is said that the county 
commisisoners will also oJTer a re­ 
ward for the murderer's arrest

Tho problca of o.Ktractl-ig this tliir- 
tcea per c?nt. of combastibio mateiial 
from tho peat at a cost wiiich would 
enable tho owners tD sell it at a cOi-i- 
mercial profit, r.nd at tho same tiaie 
make it cheaper for producing steam 
tliati either coal or liquid fuel, lias not 
been an easy one to solve. 
Peat cut­ 
ting anC cempressing machinery lias 
reached a ren.'.arkable state oi develop­ 
ment in tho past decade in Germany 
and othov continenTal countries, J.his 
machinery has reduced the cost of 
working the fuel into commercial 
forms, and has at tbe same time im-- 
proved its burning qualities. 
One of tho most important of recent 
methods of handling peat In Germany 
is to reduce tho combustible material 
througii grinding and maceration, and 
then mix it with other inflammable 
material to insure superior heat pro­ 
ducing quaiinos, Tho different mate­ 
rials mixed with tho poat pulp are us­ 
ually dry sawdust, anthracite culm 
and bituminous coal dust. 
These nve 
added to tho wet peat when in a dry 
state, and they are run throtigh the 
grinding machinery with it. 
The re­ 
sult is that the two are mixed thor- 
ouchly, and tho dried product is very 
'nüammablo and steady In its burning. 
The added ingredients give the peat 
a more compact density, w^hleh adds 
to its value in many ways. It is less 
liable to break and pulverize in hand­ 
ling. and it does not disintegrate in 
the furnace so readily, 
^ 
As high as thirty per cent, of bitu­ 
minous coal dust, forty' per cent, of 
anthracite culm, and fifteen per cent, 
of dry sawdust are added to the peat 
miln 
W’hen thus mixed the bricks 
ire pressed into shape by hydraulic 
n^.achlnery. w'hlch makes them suita­ 
ble for almost any kind of use. 
Th 
amount of worthless coal dust 
cumulates at the coal yards as well as 
at tho mouths of the mines cannot be 
utilized to any greater 
by helping to form a new fuel of this 
ehiiracter. 
The conversion of poat into coko 
Is a comparatively noAV process that 
may be considered as the most scien­ 
tific metliod of utilizing 
this 
fuol. 
Chemical engineers of all 
have sought to accomplish this end. 
As a new industrial process .}t has al- 
readv bpcome established in parts of 
the leading peat producing coimtrles, 
ospeclaliy in Germany anti Russia. 
Tho peat is converted Into coko by cai- 
bonization in retort ovens. To »«l-c “ 
more profitable and successfu*. the ef­ 
fort has boeu successfully made to re­ 
cover the gas. tar. and other by-pro­ 
ducts of distillation. 
These by-in-od- 
ncts represent a gain of no small 
S- 
ure. and they add to the profits of the 
undertaking in a Avay t h a t prom se.s to 
make tho process extremely valuable. 
The poat is carbonizad in closed 
ovens wliich are heated by burning 
under them tho gasses generated by 
the coking process. 
In other AAords. 
liie process Is self-sustaining after tho 
fire of wood or coal is first started to 
produce the coking. 
A very small 
amount of fuel is thus used at the 
start, and thereafter tiiere is no ex­ 
pense whatever in burning fuel. 
Jho 
"a.ses arc caxTicd from above to the 
burning ¿huml or where they are con- 
sunu*d to continue the piocess. 
To make the success even more com­ 
plete and proiitable, the escaping heat 
of the rotovi ovens is utilisced for heat­ 
ing the drying ovens. 
This escaping 
iiuit is carried through a dry air cham- 
|)cr to an upper receptacle wiiere the 
raw peat is^ placed for dicing. 
The 
raw peat must he dried to a crisp 
point 
where 
carbonlzallon 
follows 
t¿uickly >yheu iniruduceJ into the cok- 


hig oven* 
Ordinary wot pent, when 
put into the carbonizing ov^ns, v/astes 
iieat to such an extent that tho process 
in the past has been rendered unpro- 
illablc. 
More than this, tlie drying 
of the poat for carboni.^aiion in ovens 
propared for it has been found unsat­ 
isfactory owing to tlie cost of fuel re­ 
quired to heat the o\ons. By utilizing 
tho escaping heat of the retort ovens, 
a double process of economy is ’ob­ 
tained. 
The by-products of peat coke are ob­ 
tained in tho form of commorcial dis­ 
tillates. 
About one-third of the peat 
used for coking is converted into pure 
coke, one-third into gas liquor, and 
one-third into tar. 
From tho gas li­ 
quor there aro derived several other 
commorcial products. One of these is 
the valuable methyl alcohoJ, which is 
assuming such important commercial 
value in our induslrios. 
Another is 
acótate of lime, and a third is sulphate 
of ammonia. With these different ar­ 
ticles selling at present market prices, 
ono pound of peat is raised in value 
to nearly f.ve times that paid for it in 
the open market. 
The peat coko is a firm, ,iet-black 
substance ihnt is as pure as charcoal. 
It has a thermal value of nearly 7(X)0 
calories, varying a little according to 
tho quality of the peat used. Its value 
for certain industries is considered 
much higher than coke made from any 
other process. It is parliculnrly high­ 
ly prized for smelting foundry iron, 
copper refining, and other metallurgi­ 
cal processes. For blast furnaces it is 
also e::cellent, but it is too high-priced 
for general use in smelting iron ores, 
in Germany it sells as high as ?Í).üO to 
$11.50 per ton, and as its supply is still 
small tho demand, at theso prices ex­ 
ceeds the supply, 
The coke for burning purposes is a 
sr.ibkeless fuel, and it possesses all tho 
merits of our best anthracite and char­ 
coal, 
It can consequently be used in 
place 
of 
charcoal in all industrie.^ 
whore a smokeless fuel is absolutely 
necessary for success. It is employed 
In place of anthracite only in a com­ 
paratively limited field, and it may 
never come in as a substitute for tliis 
fuel to any extent. 
As a fuel for direct use in power 
plants, peat has less actual thermal 
value than coal or even the brown or 
lignite coal, which is of comparative­ 
ly recent geological formation. 
Peat 
is of such recent geological formation 
that it is only slightly carbonized. Its 
thermal value depends upon its com­ 
position. In some parts of tho country 
tiie ‘‘mud peaf' has a very low order 
of vegetable composition, and Its valuo 
is reiatively small for fuel purposes. 
These mud peat bogs, however, fur­ 
nish excellent fuel material when they 
are properly cut and dried for com­ 
pression. Tho “mud peat,” when dried’ 
by air until “bone dry,’’ has a calorinc 
power of from 0000 to 14,000 British 
thermal units per pound. This repre­ 
sents about sixty-fivepercent.of thatof 
the best American coal. The wet peat in 
tho mud bogs, or those furnishing the 
best material, weighs from 100 to 125 
pounds per cubic foot 
This weight, 
when dried in the open air or by hot 
air blasts or in ovens, is reduced to 
fifty or fifty-five pounds. In this con­ 
dition the fuel is hard and tough. 
It 
is not easy to cut it with a knife or 
saw, but it can bo cracked or split 
witJi a heavy implement quite easily.— 
Scientific American.

BA BYLO N IA N SCHOOLS. 


Discoveries Prove That They Were 
Much Like Ours. 
Schiel, the French 
archaeologist, 
haa unearthed, In the ruins of a Ba­ 
bylonian town of Sippara, a perfect 
schoolroom with all the materials for 
writing 
and 
instruction. 
Lessons 
were taught and learned in this Ba­ 
bylonian school room 4,000 years ago, 
much in the same manner as they are 
to-day. 
'N^ere Sippara once stood 
is now only a mound of earth cover­ 
ed with potsherds, but beneath the 
surface Schiel has found bits of walls 
and remnants of houses and public 
buildings. 
The most interesting find, 
•however, was that of a school located 
in a house opposite the temple. Clay 
tablets, the predecessors of our modern 
slates, are 
abundant 
One 
tablet 
bore the Inscription: 
*‘He who distinguishes himself in 
the school of writing will shine even 
as the sun.*' 
The school house contained seven 
rooms, one being filled with clay tab­ 
lets arranged in regular order. 
Most 
of the tablets, being unbaked, the in­ 
scriptions have become undeciphera­ 
ble, but many of the tablets are as per­ 
fect in condition as childish Babylon­ 
ian hands. 
Some of them when laid 
aside 40 centuries 
ago 
by 
tablets 
bore hymns written in the oldest Su­ 
merian—that is, the pre-Semitic Tur­ 
anian language, of Babylonia. Others 
contained primers, 
dictionaries 
and 
arithmetical problems. 
Some of the tablets had evidently 
served as ''copy books,” as was prov­ 
ed by the beautiful clearness of the 
letters. 
These were used for class 
exercise. 
On several of the tablets 
could be seen how 
the pupils 
had 
scratched out faulty writing, smooth­ 
ing the clay over again with a stylus. 
All the dated texts that Schiel found 
bore the name of King Hammurabi, 
about whom the recent 
controversy 
between Prof. Deitzsch and the Kai­ 
ser arose, and from this date it is 
known the school was used as late as 
21 centuries ago. 
Despite the dif­ 
ficulty of cunelforming 
writing the 
tablets show the pupils were bright.— 
Brooklyn Eagle.

Cocoanut Macaroons. 
Mix two cups of grated cocoanut 
with a cup and a half of powdered su­ 
gar and enough croam to wet the mix­ 
ture, 
Add the beaten whites of two 
eggs and beat the mixture thoroughly. 
Lino a baking pan with buttered paper 
and drop the mixture upon the paper 
by the spoonful, Bake quickly, sifting 
powdered sugar over the macaroons 
while they are still warm. 


Canned Grapes. 
Wash and pulp the grapes, dropping 
the pulp In one dish and the skins in 
another. Stew the pulp until soft, then 
sift through a colander, which will re* 
tain the seeds. Put the pulp and skins 
together, and allow one pound of sugar 
to each four pounds of the fruit. Put 
over the fire In a preserving kettle, 
bring to a boil, can and seal. Canned 
in this way, grapes will be found good 
for either sauce or pies. 


How to Make Coffee. 
The easiest and quickest way is to 
make it with cold water. Allow four 
table-spoonfuls of coffee to one quart 
of water; if you can spare half an egg 
or have an eggshell, add to the coffee 
in the pail or pot, pour the cold water 
over it, shake^ vigorously and set on 
hot stones over the bed of coals or 
hang on a stout crajje; allow it to 
come to a boil vigorously three or 
four minutes, and settle with two ta­ 
ble-spoonfuls of cold water. 


Pickled Grapes. 
Pick fresh grapes from the stems 
without breaking, and put in a jar for 
seven pounds of the fruit, a quart of 
vinegar, three pounds of sugar, a ta­ 
blespoonful each of whole cloves and 
cinnamon sticks; boil the other ingred­ 
ients together for a few minutes, then 
cool till the finger can be borne in the 
liquid. 
Pour this upon the grapes, 
which are not to be cooked, put a 
plate over the mouth of the jar, and 
set it in a cool place, where it is not 
to be disturbed for two or three weeks. 


Cream of Green Pea Soup. 
One cupful of dried green peas 
soaked over night in one quart of wa­ 
ter; In the morning pour off the water; 
put the peas in a stew pan and pour 
over one quart of boiling water; cover 
the pan and let cook slowly until very 
tender, about five hours; rub through 
a fine strainer; return the pulp and 
the water in which 
the peas were 
cooked; add 
salt and pepper to sea­ 
son; melt two level tablespoonfuls of 
butter; add two level tablespoonfuls 
of flour; stir until smooth; then stir it 
into boiling soup, stirring until creamy 
add one cupful of cream.

Household Helps. 
No odor from onions will pervade 
the house, it is said, if a generous 
piece of stale bread is cooked with 
them. 
Eggs .should be kept in a receptacle 
to themselves since the shells (when 
fresh) are so porous every strong od­ 
or is absorbed. 
Use a small clam or thin-edged mus­ 
sel shell for scraping pots and ket­ 
tles and the cake turner for cleaning 
off the molding board. 
When the bars of the fire-grate have 
burned red, a little sugar mixed with 
the black lead will cause it to adhere 
and last for some time. 
An Ingenious cook has a holder fas­ 
tened to the dress belt by a long tape 
while working in the kitchen, thereby 
saving steps and burns. 
After a can of condensed milk has 
been opened, keep the lid raised, or 
better still, cut it off so the contents 
will be exposed to the air. 
Perch or other small fish are much 
better if fried quickly in deep, hot fat. 
Larger fish can be fried slowly in a 
skillet in hot salt pork fat. 
For the meringue on pies use one 
tablespoonful of granulated sugar to 
the white of one egg. It is more satis­ 
factory than powdered sugar. 
If the cups in which custard is cook­ 
ed are well buttered before the mix­ 
ture is turned in, it will be found 
much easier to wash the cups. 
When sv/eet corn is served on the 
cob, leave a Ifew of the inner husks on 
the ear when boiling as it will be much 
sweeter and keep warm longer. 
Stand the jar to be filled with hot 
fruit on a steel knife blade or a cloth 
wet with very hot water and there 
will be no danger of a broken jar. 
A novel pickle is made by combining 
sweet corn and cabbage, each cooked 
separately then scalded in sweet spic­ 
ed vinegar and canned for winter 
use. 
The novice should memorize this 
rule: white meats 
well done, dark 
meats underdone, except in 
fowls 
which should always be thoroughly 
cooked.

u b Mnn of Rcuiinisccnccs, 
seated in a comfortable re­ 
clining cliair, -was burled In 
thought. 
I bad Just dropped 
In for a brief visit, and his action was 
not meant to be disrespectful to me. I 
.was aware of tho peculiarities of iny 
ïrlend’8 character, and knew th at he 
had unconsciously fallen Into a brown

only. 
Suddenly ai’ouslng himself ns 
though he had then discovered my 
presence In the room, he remarked In 
ft quiet drawl:

“During tho night, how soon after 
I bad fallen asleep I do not know, I 
awoke. An uncanny feeling took pos­ 
session of me, while my attention was 
rlvetted to the bottom of the berth 
where a transparent }ight seemed to 
glow.

I therefore rose in my berth and 
reached toward the foot as if to touch 
the form, but it suddenly disappeared 
and left tl s stateroom in utter dark*- 
ness.

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Mexican Railroads. 
Nowhere does the constructive policy 
of President Diaz show to better ad­ 
vantage than in tbe fostering of Mex­ 
ican railway enterprise. During prac­ 
tically the whole of the 
period 
of 
stormy warfare we have described, th«» 
means of communication In the coun­ 
try hardly amounted to more than a 
network of wretched bridle paths from 
the central upland over the mountain 
passes to the plains, leading to a few 
of the harbors on both seas, says Mr. 
Johnston. 
Then came the direct line 
from Vera Cruz to the capital, with a 
branch to Puebla. 
This was followed 
by the Inter-oceanic Line across 
the 
Isthmus 
of 
Tehuantepec, and 
the 
Great Central Trunk 
Line 
running 
northward through Chihuahua to Join 
the railways of the United States. Five 
years after the first Inauguration of 
President Diaz there were just over 
2.000 miles of railroad In operation In 
Mexico. 
To-day there are more than 
10.000 miles of railroad, and large ac- 
ceasions will be made year by year. 
Not less marked and not less striking 
sfi an index of general culture and civ­ 
ilization is the rapid growth of postal 
accommodation. 
In 1880, there were 
about 800 postofflces, which forwarded 
4,000,000 letters; in 1901, the i>ostofflces 
had grown to more than 2,000, while 
the letters had increased to 150,000,000. 
Meanwhile, more than 40,000 miles of 
telegraph lines had 
been added, of 
which three-quarters 
belong to the 
Federal Government. 
In the same 
class of Improvements we may record 
the telephones, electric lighting, tram­ 
ways, water supply 
and 
drainage 
works, which have thoroughly modern­ 
ized the larger Mexican cities.

Farmers Near Parkersburg. 
M. G. Smith, who lives neap Waver* 
ly, has found gold ore on ibis farm, 
which the government assayer at Char­ 
lotte, N. C., says will assay 83 cents’ 
worth of gold to the ton. The people 
of the neighborhood are wild with ex­ 
citement over the discovery, and many 
persons have been prospecting on his 
farm and adjoining lands in that vi­ 
cinity. They believe tha.t a irigb vein 
will be found In that looality, Smith 
has refused to soil his farm at any 
price, thougli It is said he has received 
large offers for It. 
The discoverer 
says ho was plowing over a stony 
patch one day, when the point of the 
plow struck and broke open a large, 
soft sandstone. The stone was broken 
and ho observed some bright specks 
on It, glistening In the sunshine, which 
excited his curiosity. He gathered up 
some of tbe fi’agments and took them 
to a man named Taylor, who was ac­ 
quainted with mineral ores, and told 
him that the bright specks were flecks 
of gold. Taylor forwarded the oro to 
the assayer. 
Of course at 83 cents 
a ton It could not be mined at a profit. 


Made It a Function. 
Engineers are as a rule sternly util­ 
itarian, but there are occasions on 
which they Indulge in sentimental 
practices, according to 
the London 
Chronicle. One of these occurred the 
other dp^y on tbe completion of the 
first transcontinental railway In Afri­ 
ca. When the plate-laying gangs from 
Bulawayo and Salisbury, resx^ectlvely, 
came within twenty chains of each 
other a telegram was &ent to the con­ 
tractors an<^ engineers, who at once 
arrived on the scene. Tho rails were 
joined and two engines proceeded slow^ 
ly toward each other from either side. 
Attached to tbe drawhead of tbe en­ 
gine from Salisbury was a bottle of 
cbampagn«, and as tihe two engtines 
met it was broken, and the new rail­ 
way was christened In the orthodox 
manner. 


Assouan's Barrage. 
The face of the country around As­ 
souan, in the neighborhood

plete metamorphosis during the past 
few months. Ail depots, dwellingB and

Shot Himself on a Train.

He boarded the train at Altoona, 
and just beyond Gallitzin Conductor Funk 
came along foi tickets. 
Sollenberger began a search through his 
pockets, but failed to produce the pass­ 
port. The trainman passed on, remark­ 
ing that if the ticket or its money equiva­ 
lent wasn’t forthcoming when he return­ 
ed the man Avould have to get off at the 
next stop. 
A few minutes later tho passenger arose 
hurriedly and made his way into the lav­ 
atory.

Ewing at one time was a prosperous 
shoe merchant of Philadelphia, but in 
1890, together with his family and broth­ 
er, loft for Cuba and bought a large plan­ 
tation. 
During the period of Spanish op­ 
pression his lields were burned, together 
with his building, and his brother was 
murdered by Spanish bandits. The crime 
drove Ewing’s wife insane and she died in 
the asylum two years later.

Diseases of tho scalp -are 
most contiigious, and tbo brush Is the 
su:’cst germ agent.

liaiicy aiul Iroason, perhaps more vivid­ 
ly than almost auy prominent iignro 
of the Revolution, says tho Lewiston 
Join’nal. 
The stiKlents of those times recall 
lhat AYashing’ton sent him Avith 1100 
soKliors on tho ilM'aled expedition to 
Quebec in 1775 by the way of tiie Ken­ 
nebec River thronsrh tho forests of 
Maine. Two miles below Gardiner, in 
Colburn's yard, his command halted 
loni? onoucrh to construct 200 batearix 
with Avhich lie proposed to transport 
troops and supplies through tho North­ 
ern waters. 
A week ago J. Ritfter and Abbot 
Lord* (iardinor business men that iish 
the river for sport, brou?:ht up in their 
g'reat slur^eon net, directly opposite 
where the bateaux were built, an an­ 
chor, or grapnel, which is undoubtedly 
a genuine Arnold relic. 
Tho stalk is 
some four feet long and carries five 
curved arms welded to its base. 
It 
vras evidently fashioned of Avrought 
iron, over an anvil. 
These 
anchors were 
tlirown 
out 
ahead of the bateaux, by which means 
they were pulled through rapids and 
swift water. For 129 years tlie anchor 
remained in the waters of the Kenne- 
l)ec, to now come to light, a mute but 
eloiiuent reminder of tho man who be­ 
trayed his country.
